Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Police Training Act is anended
by changing Sections 6, 6.1, 8.1, and 8.2 and adding Section

6.2 as foll ows:

Sec. 6. Powers and duties of Board; selection and

certification of schools. The Board shall select and certify
schools wthin the State of Illinois for the purpose of
providing basic training for probationary police officers,
probationary county corrections officers, and court security
of ficers and of providing advanced or in-service training for
per manent police officers or permanent county corrections
officers, which schools may be either publicly or privately
owned and operated. In addition, the Board has the follow ng
power and duti es:
a. To require local governnmental units to furnish
such reports and information as the Board deens necessary

to fully inplenment this Act, including, but not |limted

to, personnel rosters, enploynent status reports, and

annual training plans.

b. To establish appropriate nmandatory m ninmum
standards relating to the training of probationary |ocal
| aw enforcenent of ficers or probati onary county
corrections officers.

c. To provi de appropriate | i censure or

certification to t hose probati onary of ficers who
successfully conplete the prescribed mninmmstandard
basi c training course.

d. To review and approve annual training curricul um
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for county sheriffs.

e. To review and approve applicants to ensure that
no applicant is admtted to a certified acadeny unl ess
the applicant is a person of good character and has not
been convi cted of a felony offense, any of the
m sdenmeanors in Sections 11-6, 11-9.1, 11-14, 11-17,
11-19, 12-2, 12-15, 16-1, 17-1, 17-2, 28-3, 29-1, 31-1,
31-6, 31-7, 32-4a, or 32-7 of the Crimnal Code of 1961
or Section 5 or 5.2 of the Cannabis Control Act, or a
crime involving noral turpitude under the laws of this
State or any other state which if commtted in this State
would be punishable as a felony or a crine of noral
turpitude. The Board may appoint investigators who shal
enforce the duties conferred upon the Board by this Act.

Sec. 6. 1. Revocation of |icense Decertification of

full-time and part-tine police officers.
(a) The Board nust review police officer conduct and
records to ensure that no police officer is l'icensed

certifted or provided a valid waiver if that police officer

has been convicted of or has pled quilty to a felony offense

under the laws of this State or any other state which if
commtted in this State woul d be punishable as a felony. The
Board must al so ensure that no police officer is |icensed
certifted or provided a valid waiver if that police officer
has been convicted on or after the effective date of this
anendatory Act of 1999 of any m sdeneanor specified in this
Section or if conmtted in any other state would be an
offense simlar to Section 11-6, 11-9.1, 11-14, 11-17, 11-19,
12-2, 12-15, 16-1, 17-1, 17-2, 28-3, 29-1, 31-1, 31-6, 31-7,
32-4a, or 32-7 of the Crimnal Code of 1961 or to Section 5

or 5.2 of the Cannabis Control Act. The Board nust appoi nt
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investigators to enforce the duties conferred upon the Board
by this Act.

(b) It is the responsibility of the sheriff or the chief
executive officer of every local |aw enforcenent agency or
departnment within this State to report to the Board any
arrest or conviction of any officer for an offense identified
in this Section.

(c) It is the duty and responsibility of every full-time
and part-tinme police officer inthis State to report to the
Board within 30 days, and the officer's sheriff or chief
executive officer, of his or her arrest or conviction for an
offense identified in this Section. Any full-tine or
part-tinme police officer who know ngly makes, submts, causes
to be submtted, or files a false or untruthful report to the
Board nust have his or her license certifiecate or waiver
i mredi ately decerttfied-or revoked.

(d) Any person, or a local or State agency, or the Board
is imune from liability for submtting, disclosing, or
releasing information of arrests or convictions inthis
Section as long as the information is submtted, disclosed,
or released in good faith and without malice. The Board has
qualified imunity for the rel ease of the information.

(e) \Whenever a Any full-time or part-tine police officer

wth a license ecertifieate or waiver issued by the Board whe

is convicted of or pleads quilty to any offense described in

this Section, his or her license or waiver is automatically

revoked by operation of |aw. nwred:ately-becones-decertified

(f) The Board's investigators are peace officers and
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have all the powers possessed by policenen in cities and by
sheriff's, provided that the investigators nay exercise those
power s anywhere in the State, only after contact and
cooperation wth the appropriate local |I|aw enforcenent
authorities.

(g0 The Board nust request and receive information and
assistance fromany federal, state, or |ocal governnenta
agency as part of the authorized crimnal background
investigation. The Departnment of State Police nust process,
retain, and additionally provide and dissem nate information
to the Board concer ni ng crim nal char ges, arrests,
convictions, and their disposition, that have been filed
before, on, or after the effective date of this anendatory
Act of the 91st General Assenbly against a basic acadeny
applicant, law enforcenent applicant, or |aw enforcenent
of ficer whose fingerprint identification cards are on file or
mai ntained by the Departnent of State Police. The Federal
Bureau of Investigation nust provide the Board any crimnal
history record information contained in its files pertaining
to law enforcenent officers or any applicant to a Board
certified basic |law enforcenent acadeny as described in this
Act based on fingerprint identification. The Board nust nake
paynent of fees to the Departnent of State Police for each
fingerprint card subm ssi on in conformance wth the
requi renents of paragraph 22 of Section 55a of +the Gvil
Adm ni strative Code of Illinois.

Sec. 6.2. Conversion of certificates to |licenses.

(a) Beginning on the effective date of this anendatory

Act of the 93rd General Assenbly, the Board's recognition of

per sons who have successfully conpleted the prescribed

m ni num standard basic training course for police officers
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shall be known as |licensure rather than certification

(b)) If a person has successfully conpleted the

prescri bed nini num standard basic training course for police

officers and holds a valid certification to that effect on

the effective date of this anmendatory Act of the 93rd Genera

Assenbly, that certification shall be deened to be a |icense

for the purposes of this Act.

(c) If, on the effective date of this amendatory Act of

the 93rd Ceneral Assenbly, a person holds a valid waiver from

one of the certification requirenents of this Act for police

officers, that waiver shall be deened a waiver fromthe

corresponding licensure requirenment of this Act.

(d) The Board shall replace the <certificates or other

evidences of certification or waiver for police officers in

use on the effective date of this amendatory Act of the 93rd

Ceneral Assenmbly wth new credentials reflecting the change

in nonenclature instituted by this anendatory Act.

Sec. 8.1. Full-tinme police and county corrections
of ficers.

(a) After January 1, 1976, no person shall receive a
per manent appoi ntnent as a | aw enforcenent officer as defined
in this Act, nor shall any person receive, after the
effective date of this anmendatory Act of 1984, a permanent
appointnent as a county corrections officer, unless that
person has been awarded, within 6 six nonths of his or her

initial full -time enploynent, a |license or certificate

attesting to his or her successful conpletion of the M ninum
Standards Basic Law Enforcenent and County Correctional
Training Course as prescribed by the Board; or has been

awarded a |license or certificate attesting to his or_ her

satisfactory conpletion of a training programof simlar

content and number of hours and which course has been found
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acceptable by the Board under the provisions of this Act; or
by reason of extensive prior |aw enforcenent or county
corrections experience the basic training requirenent is
determ ned by the Board to be illogical and unreasonabl e.

I f such training is required and not conpleted wthin the
applicable 6 stx nonths, then the officer nust forfeit his or
her position, or the enploying agency nust obtain a waiver
from the Board extending the period for conpliance. Such
wai ver shall be issued only for good and justifiable reasons,
and in no case shall extend nore than 90 days beyond the
initial 6 stx nonths.

(b) No provision of this Section shall be construed to
mean that a law enforcenent officer enployed by a |ocal
governmental agency at the time of the effective date of this

anendatory Act, either as a probationary police officer or as

a permanent police officer, shall require licensure or

certification under the provisions of this Section.

No provision of this Section shall be construed to nean
that a county corrections officer enployed by a |ocal
governmental agency at the time of the effective date of this
anmendatory Act of 1984, either as a probationary county
corrections or as a permanent county corrections officer,
shall require certification wunder the provisions of this
Secti on.

No provision of this Section shall be construed to apply

to licensure or certification of elected county sheriffs.

(c) This Section does not apply to part-time police
of ficers or probationary part-tine police officers.

Sec. 8.2. Part-time police officers.
(a) A person hired to serve as a part-time police

officer must obtain fromthe Board a license or certificate
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(1) attesting to his or her successful conpletion of the
part-tinme police training course; (ii) attesting to his or
her satisfactory conpletion of a training programof simlar
content and nunber of hours that has been found acceptabl e by
the Board wunder the provisions of this Act; or (iii)
attesting to the Board's determnation that the part-tine
police training course i s unnecessary because of the person's
extensive prior |aw enforcenent experience. A person hired

on or after January 1, 1996 nust obtain this license or

certificate within 18 nonths after the date of hire. A
person hired before January 1, 1996 nust obtain this |icense
or certificate wthin 24 nonths after the effective date of
this anendatory Act of 1995.

The enpl oyi ng agency may seek a waiver from the Board
extending the period for conpliance. A waiver shall be
i ssued only for good and justifiable reasons and my not
extend the initial period by nore than 90 days. |If training
is required and not conpleted within the applicable tine
period, as extended by any waiver that may be granted, then
the officer nust forfeit his or her position.

(c) The part-tine police training course referred to in
this Section shall be of simlar content and the sanme nunber
of hours as the courses for full-time officers and shall be
provided by Mbile TeamIn-Service Training Units under the
| nt ergovernnmental Law  Enforcenent Oficer's I n- Service
Training Act in a manner prescribed by the Board.

(d) For the purposes of this Section, the Board shal
adopt rules defining what constitutes enploynent on a
part-tine basis.
